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THE  king'  was  tired.    Was  it  any  wonder?    The  day  just  closing"  had 
been  a  tiresome  one,  and  now  the  mere  mention  of  such  a  thing  as  a 
visitor  brought  forth  a  sigh,  and  a  secret  longing  for  the  old-time 
freedom  of  America,  his  native  land.

The  dignified  judge  was  addressed 
by  Lawyer  Penfield,  whose  eager  words  were  uttered 
in  behalf  of  Miss  Dorothy  Fuller.  "  "Tis  a  downright

The  Girls'  Association  of  the  Berkeley  High  School  was  organized  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  last  semester,  but  it  did  not  begin  active  work  until 
the  opening  of  the  present  school  year. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  the  existence  of  such  an  organization,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  expressed  in  an  introductory  clause  of  the  con- 
stitution :  "  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  bring  together  the  girls 
of  the  school,  to  display  a  spirit  of  welcome  to  freshmen,  and  other  strang- 
ers among  us,  to  preserve  and  beautify  the  school,  to  encourage  and  support 
such  societies,  as  have  been,  or  may  be  formed,  among  the  girls  of  the 
school,  and  to  encourage  athletic  sports  among  the  girls." 

To  carry  out  these  purposes  special  committees  have  been  provided  by 
the  constitution.  They  are:  the  Improvement  Committee,  the  Social  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Athletic  Committee. 

Early  in  the  term  the  Social  Committee  arranged  for  a  reception  to  the 
new  girls,  which  was  a  complete  success.  Soon  after  the  reception  the 
girls  were  given  the  privilege  of  hearing  Dr.  Peixotto's  lecture  on  "  The 
Lost  Art  of  Spending  Money,"  which  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  lectures 
planned  by  the  Improvement  Committee.  But  by  far  the  most  important 
work  of  the  committee  has  been  directed  toward  completing  the  Girls'  Rest 
Room.  Through  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  the  Mothers'  Club,  the 
room  was  obtained  and  partially  furnished,  the  girls  being  asked  to  finish  it. 

The  result  of  the  meetings  during  the  term  have  been  very  gratifying, 
both  in  amount  of  interest  shown,  and  in  the  greater  knowledge  gained  of 
parliamentary  usage.  From  the  things  that  we  have  accomplished,  directly 
and  indirectly,  we  feel  that  the  organization  has  justified  its  existence. 

The  girls  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Biedenbach  for  his  hearty  co-operation,  and 
also  the  Committee  on  Girls'  Afifairs :  Mrs.  Stone,  Miss  Brockman.  Miss 
Henderson  and  Miss  Frank,  who  have  advised  and  aided  them  in  working 
out  their  plans.

THE  first  Shakespearean  Festival  was  given  last  Spring  in  the  Greek 
Theatre,  Oakland.  Lowell  and  Berkeley  High  Schools  taking  part 
in  this  production.    As  a  direct  result,  the  Dramatic  Club  of  Ber- 
keley High  School  was  organized.    The  organization  has  been  greatly  en- 
couraged because  permission  has  been  granted  to  Berkeley  High  to  hold 
an  annual  production  in  the  Greek  Theatre.

Mr.  Sam  Hume  gave  his 
ideas  on  the  probability  of  staging  the  "Mid-Summer  Night's  Dream  ""  next 
term  in  the  Greek  Theatre.  Aliss  Catherine  \\^oolsey  reported  on  the  va.- 
rious  plays  that  had  been  read  with  the  idea  of  submitting  them  to  the 
Dramatic  Society.  She  especially  recommended  "A  Mid-Summer  Night's 
Dream,"  which  was  definitely  selected  for  the  April.  1913  performance. 

At  this  meeting,  the  members  signed  up  in  the  \'arious  branches  of  the 
Society:  Play  Reading,  Play  Interpretation.  Costumes.  Properties  and  Alusic.

The  section 
has  been  reading  "A  Mid-Summer  Night's  Dream  "  aloud,  and  the  inter- 
pretation has  been  careful  and  thorough.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  department 
to  practice  oral  reading  as  a  foundation  for  interpretation  of  the  play. 

Nothing  of  any  moment  has  been  done  in  the  other  departments,  the 
serious  work  in  these  beginning  next  term.  All  those  who  contemplate 
trying  out  for  a  part  in  "A  ]\Iid-Summer  Night's  Dream  "  should  be  work- 
ing at  odd  moments  on  it  now.  It  is  advisable  for  those  interested  to  enter 
the  Play  Interpretation  section  at  once.

Considering  that  the  chorus  has  been  together 
only  from  about  the  first  of  September,  it  is  to  l)e  complimented  on  the  fine

THE  question  of  the  future  of  the  High  Schools  of  the  country  is  one 
that  is  causing  considerable  comment  and  thought  on  the  part  of 
thinking  people  of  the  day.  but,  in  view  of  its  crying  needs  seems  to 
those  who  are  merely  looking  on.  to  be  woefully  neglected  by  those  most 
vitally  interested  in  it.  However,  every  one  realizes  that  the  next  few 
years  will  see  a  great  widening  in  the  scope  of  High  School  work,  and 
present  facilities  will  then  be  inadequate  to  handle  the  new  problems  which 
will  confront  educators. 

Should  the  people  not  keep  step  with  this  advancement,  the  High 
School,  that  important  part  of  a  community,  will  not  be  able  to  produce  the 
good  results  of  which  it  is  capable.  This  is  especially  true  in  Berkeley. 
Berkeley  is  a  growing  city  and  already  the  capacity  of  its  High  School  is 
being  sorely  taxed  and  in  a  few  years  it  will  be  entirely  inadequate.  The 
auditorium,  a  building  completed  only  a  few  years  ago.  is  already  unable 
to  house  the  entire  student  body.  The  class  rooms  and  halls  are  over- 
crowded, and  the  yard  space  is  too  small  to  gi\'e  the  students  a  proper  place 
for  recreation. 

To  us  it  seems  that  the  first  move  toward  remedying  this  defect  would 
be  the  securing  of  a  new  site  which  would  give  ample  room  for  future  de- 
velopment, one  within  whose  boundaries  there  would  be  room  for  an  ath- 
letic field  and  gymnasium.  The  last  two  are  additions  that  Berkeley  needs 
in  the  worst  way  and  with  these  two  closely  adjoining  the  school,  then 
participation  in  athletics  by  every  one  would  be  practical.  Under  the  pres- 
ent system  this  participation  is  limited  to  a  chosen  few  who  are  favored  by 
nature,  and  excludes  from  the  field  those  not  so  fortunate,  but  who, 
in  reality,  need  it  most.  Already  progressive  communities  are  providing 
proper  facilities  for  and  embodying  athletics  in  the  regular  course  of  study. 

Another  policy  which  we  of  the  editorial  chair  favor  highly,  and  in 
spite  of  much  variety  of  opinion,  deem  progressive  and  one  established  in 
several  of  the  larger  High  Schools,  is  the  absolute  control  of  student  af- 
fairs by  the  students.  A\'e  believe  that  nothing  broadens  and  strengthens 
students  so  much  as  that  feeling  of  responsibility  which  they  all  have  when 
they  realize  that  the  reputation  of  the  school  and  the  management  of 
affairs  rests  on  their  shoulders.  Many  students  finish  their  preparation  for 
the  business  world  in  the  High  School,  and  if  they  have  experience  in  the 
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business  side  of  student  activities  they  will  be  so  much  better  equipped. 
Another  of  the  main  goals  towards  which  the  public  schools  are  striving  is 
the  education  of  the  students  so  that  they  will  be  able  to  do  their  share  of 
the  work  in  the  government  of  the  country.  Student  government,  we  be- 
lieve, aids  in  reaching  this  goal. 

These  two  policies,  the  obtaining  of  a  larger  site  for  the  High  School 
and  the  entire  control  of  student  affairs  by  the  students,  seems  to  us  to 
warrant  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of  all  the  friends  of  the  Berkeley 
High  School.  Many  are  giving  these  subjects  their  earnest  consideration 
now.  May  we  invite  a  more  general  interest  and  eft'ort  toward  their  satis- 
factory solution  ?

After  six  successive  defeats, 
Oakland  High  had  grown  des- 
perate and  every  known  means 
of  producing  a  winning  team  had 
been  tried  this  year. 

The  first  half  was  close  with 
both  teams  fighting  hard  to 
score.  Near  the  close  of  the 
half  Captain  Knowles  scored  af- 
ter a  20-yard  run,  and  at  half 
time  Berkeley  was  leading  by  a 
score  of  3  to  0. 

During  the  second  half,  the 
Oakland  fifteen  faded,  while  Ber- 
keley was  coming  with  a  rush. 
"  Nor  "  Slater,  after  a  blulT  pass, 
ran  forty  yards  to  a  try,  which 
was  not  converted.  A  few  min- 
utes   later   Slater   again  scored. 


All  three  goals  were  from  difficult  angles  which  made  a  conversion  al- 
most impossible.  Just  as  the  pistol  went  off,  "  Mick  "  Forbes  started  on  a 
long  run  towards  the  Oakland  line.

THE  Swimming-  Team  has  upheld  the  reputation  estab- 
lished last  year.  With  only  one  loss  and  several 
new  additions,  the  team  looked  forward  to  win- 
ning the  B.  C.  A.  L.,  which  they  did  with  ease.  For 
the  first  time  for  several  years  Berkeley  had  a  root- 
ing section  at  the  swimming  meets — thus  showing  the  ap- 
preciation by  the  students  of  the  ability  of  the  team.  The 
team  is  remarkably  well  balanced,  and  with  its  fast  relay 
team  has  established  a  name  for  itself  and  for  the  school 
throughout  the  State.  With  such  a  team  interest  in  the 
meets  has  greatly  increased,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
swimming  has  been  made  a  prominent  athletic  feature  of 
the  school  year. 

The  Oakland-Berkeley  dual  meet  which  has  been  put  off  for  several 
years  was  held  on  Tuesday,  November  12,  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  tank.  It  was 
a  walk  away  for  our  boys,  the  final  score  being  41-9.  Berkeley  annexed 
every  first  place  including  the  relay  and  a  large  percentage  of  second  and 
third  places. 

The  second  meet  of  the  term  was  held  on  Saturday 
evening,  November  16,  with  the  University  of  California, 
and  was  easily  won  by  the  Berkeley  High  team  with  a 
score  of  29-21.  ;|;  *  *  *  *  * 

Captain  Kidder  was  dropped  from  the  P.  A.  A.  until 
February  1,  1913,  for  swimming  in  an  unsanctioned  meet. 
His  loss  will  be  greatly  felt,  but  nevertheless  Art  thinks 
that  his  team  will  be  able  to  defeat  all  comers. 

Manager  McElroy  is  a  wonder  in  the  sprints  and  is 
good  for  two  first  places  in  any  meet. 

George  Lindsay  has  established  a  name  for  himself 
which  will  not  be  forgotten  for  a  long  time  to  come.  He 
is  a  swimmer  well  deserving  to  carry  the  colors  of  Ber- 
keley High. 

Bill  Thomas  has  developed  into  a  long  distance 
swimmer  of  remarkable  ability.  He  easily  annexed  first 
honors  in  his  race  in  the  meets  with  Oakland  and  the 
University  of  California. 
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Clarkson  swam  on  last  year's  relay  team  and  is  a  man  to  be  relied  upon 
for  a  fast  lap  besides  swimming  a  good  race  in  the  440. 

Lawton  is  a  new  man,  but  has  shown  up  well  in  the  meets,  and  swims 
a  heady  race. 

Simonton  swam  in  the  Oakland  meet  and  is  practically  assured  of  a 
place  on  the  team  for  the  coming  meets. 

"  Bob  "  Graham  will  be  heard  from  next  year.  He  swims  a  fast  la]), 
but  will  develop  into  a  much  faster  swimmer  as  this  is  his  first  year  in 
swimming. 

Guy  Witter  is  the  only  man  on  the  team  to  graduate,  and  so  the  pros- 
pects for  another  excellent  swimming  team  are  very  bright,  and  with  a 
little  support  from  the  school,  the  team  will  guarantee  winning  every  meet.

Berkeley  carried  off  first  honors  in  the  B.  C.  L.  for  the  second  time 
in  succession.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  league  that  any 
school  has  done  this.  Two  of  the  records  were  broken  by  the  Berkeley 
swimmers:  one  by  Willis  McElroy  in  the  100-yard  dash,  and  one  by  George 
Lindsay  in  the  50-yard  dash.  Besides  this  Lindsay  swam  a  fine  race  in  the 
440  and  Thomas  in  the  880  swam  second  to  the  phenomenal  Lincoln  John- 
son. The  relay  really  decided  the  meet,  however,  and  this  was  won  by  the 
Berkeley  swimmers.  The  relay  team  has  not  been  defeated  for  a  year  and 
a  half  and  from  the  present  showing  will  continue  this  record  for  an  in- 
definite period.  The  relay  comprised  of  McElroy,  Witter,  Lawton,  Graham, 
Simonton  and  Lindsay.  By  this  performance  two  more  cups  were  added 
to  Berkeley's  collection;  one  for  the  relay  and  one  for  swimming.  Our 
rivals  from  Oakland  were  again  hopelessly  outclassed  securing  one  small 
point  to  Berkeley's  21.

Once  more  has  Berkeley  turned  out  a  championship  team.  After  a 
great  deal  of  work  by  Manager  McElroy,  the  team  has  succeeded  in  meet- 
ing and  defeating  Lowell,  the  champions  of  the  A.  A.  1^.,  and  by  winning 
the  B.  C.  A.  L.  and  the  Oakland  meet,  Berkeley  has  been  awarded  the 
State's  championship,  by  all  the  newspapers,  although  Los  Angeles  has 
not  been  defeated  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  have  not  paid  any  at- 
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tention  to  ^Manager  ]\IcElroy''s  urgent  requests  for  a  meet.  Besides  the 
State  championship,  the  team  has  also  added  to  Berkeley's  large  collection 
another  fine  cup  awarded  by  the  A.  A.  Handle  Company. 

The  meet  started  with  the  50-yard  dash.  Lindsay  won  after  a  close 
race  Avith  Lewis,  the  Lowell  star.  In  the  next  race,  the  880-yard  swim. 
Thomas  won  after  a  heady,  hard  race.  In  the  220-yard  Berkeley  estab- 
lished a  substantial  lead  when  Lindsay  won  a  first  place,  and  A\'itter  brought 
in  a  second.  The  100  was  all  ]\rcElroy"s,  Lawton  swimming  a  close  third 
to  the  Lowell  man.  After  a  few  minutes'  rest,  3.IcElroy  took  another  first 
in  the  -1-10-yard  swim,  and  Clarkson  swam  a  good  second.  The  relay  race 
was  the  only  disappointment  of  the  meet  as  Lowell  had  four  fresh  men, 
Berkeley  was  unable  to  overcome  this  handicap  and  lost  by  a  scant  yard. 
However,  the  relay  team  was  an  exceptionally  fast  one.  composed  of  Witter, 
Lindsay,  Lawton.  Simonton,  Graham  and  IMcElroy,  The  meet  was  a  fitting 
climax  to  a  long  season.  The  team  especially  deserved  the  title  as  ]McElroy. 
Lindsay,  Thomas  and  A\'itter  haA^e  been  on  a  championship  team  for  the 
past  two  years,  but  being  unable  to  secure  meets  have  not  had  a  chance  at 
the  title.
